From it he will select sev- 
eral committeemen to hear testimony 
he hopes will draw an apology from 
William H. Gardiner, navy league 
president. 

Apparently well satisfied with the 
advancement thus far of his chal- 
lenge to Gardiner’s “abysmal igno- 
rance’ statement, the chief executive 
Spent a quiet week-end in the execu- 
tive mansion.

St. Christophe. 


On the last page of his great book

Health Talks |

PATIENT IMPROVES ON 
STOMACH PUMP. 

One of the many disappointments I 
suffered after 1 entered upon the 
study of medicine was that 1 never 
saw a stomach pump. For 17 years 


the ingenious gadgets, for I had often 
read in the papers how the doctors 
or the hospital ambulance attendants 
were compelled to resort to the use 
of the stomach pump to save a life. 
Then I came to study the anatomy 
and physiology of the stomach and 
I failed utterly to see how a pump 
could be used on such an organ or 
why, but I shrewdly kept my inepti- 
tude to myself and went on. cour- 
ageously, hoping ‘hat sone: or later 
I should have the biz thriil of seeing 
a stomach pump, perhaps even seeing 
one in action, But it was not to be. 
I’ve been watching tor many years 
now, and I ain't seen on? yet. 
begin to believe I never shall, up- 
less one of these firms that make 
breathing machines shoulT turn to the 
stomach as a more profitable field, 
now that breathing machines ure ob- 
solete. 

A retired army officer reports that 
20 years ago a doctor undertook to 
put a stomach tube into his gullet. 
After a rough half hour the patient 
took the tube out of the doctur 5 hanas 
and swallowed it. He decided then 
that no one, not even. the mest 
learned or skilled physician, knows as 
much about the way to swallow the 
stomach tube as does the patient him- 
self. He maintains it is much safer 
for the patient to swallow it himself 
than it is for any doctor to attempt 
to feed it to the patient. 

Far be it from me to dispute the 
colonel’s opinion. All I know is that 
if it were my stomach somebody 
would have to pass the tube, for I 
have yet to find the stomach trouble 
I'd not rather have than voluntarily 
swallow the finest stomach tube I’ve 
ever seen, 

But then, none of the stomach tubes 
I’ve seen are what you would eall 
exquisite creations, They’re pretty 
crude, in fact. The colonel has made 
an improvement on_ stomach tubes 
which may be of interest our 
dyspeptic readers. He says much 
stupidity is shown in the fashioning 
of stomach tubes, both in size and 
shape. He suspects some tourist or 
possibly a circus man first designed 
the conventional tube, using his 
knowledge that the sharper tent pegs 
are made the easier they drive. All 
stomach tubes in this country, says 
the colonel, are actually sharpened at 
the tip. One day in the presence of 
two. doctors and a medical supply 
wholesaler the colonel lighted a brand- 
new stomach tube, let the rubber burn 
back to the full thickness of the tube, 
and so left the tip as blunt as pos- 
sible. Such a blunt tip is far easier 


to

esophagus or gullet. 

This may seem a trifling improve- 
ment, but then, maybe you and I 
have not tried swallowing a tube. 

Lest the unsophisticated reader 
misunderstand, I had better explain 
that there is no such thing as a 
stomach pump or pumping the stom- 
ach. The only purpose of passing a 
tube down the gullet into the stomach 
is to siphon off the contents of the 
stomach, or to pour in fluid food or 
some liquid to wash out the stomach 
or to medicate the stomach without 
medicating the gullet all the way 
down and back.

New Order Is Issued. 

A new Oklahoma oil proration or- 
der, designed to hold the state's pro- 
duction strictly to 546,000 barrels 
daily, was issued by the corporation 
commission of that state last night.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—(@)—A _ two- 

chamber legislature for India, in 
which both British India and the na- 
tive states would be represented, was 
recommended in the third draft of 
the report of the federal structures 
committee of the Indian round table 
conference today. 
_ The report, which, it is emphasized, 
is in draft form only and may be 
amended by the committee, expresses 
the conviction that India of the fu- 
ture must include along with British 
India that. “Indian India,” which. “if 
Burma be excluded, embraces nearly 
half the area and nearly one-fourth 
of the population.” 

The committee recommends the 
upper house of the legislature be 
composed of approximately 200 mem- 
bers and the lower house of 300. 
Forty per cent of the membership of 
the upper house, the report says, 
should be composed of representatives 
of the native states, while native rep- 
resentation in the lower house should 
amount to one-third of the total mem- 
bership. 

The allocation of membership in 
the report is based on the assumption 
that the whole body of the native 
states will eventually adhere to a 
fecleration. 

Members cf the upper house, the 
report says, should be chosen, in the 
main, to represent component units. 
provinces of British India or native 
states and representatives of the prov- 
inces should be elected by the provin- 
cial legislatures. 

The report suggests obtaining the 


, Services of men of the “elder states- 


men” type with experience in publie 
affairs, a certain number to ap- 
pointed to the upper house by the 
governor general on the advice of his 
ministers. 

For the lower house the election of 
members representing the provinces 
of British India should be by free 
vote of the qualified electorate, the 
report says, without specifying if 
direct or indireet election is meant. 
Special. representation of the land- 
lord, commercial and labor interes’ » 
wonld be included. 

The selection of representatives of 
the native states, the draft = says, 
should be left to the states them- 
selves, 

The report recommends that all 
members of the legislature should be 


| required to take the oath of allegiance 
to the crown in compliance with the 


practice in other sections of the Prit- 
ish empire.

Renewed Public Confidence 


Seen by National City Bank 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—(/)—The 
return of public confide. e in bank- 
ing power and credit is seen by the 


National City Bank of New York as 
a distinct indication that better times 
are in the offing. 

In its monthly survey of economic 
and financial conditions, the bank 
stresses the liquidity of the larger city 
banks which, it says, possess about 
40 per cent of the country’s total 
banking resources and are in such ex- 
cellent condition that they are en- 
abled to extend valuable assistance to 
smaller institutions where they can 
safely do so. 

Discussing the epidemic of bank 
suspensions, the survey says: 

“The fundamental cause of the 
widespread bank failures goes back 
to the war-time rise of commodity 
prices and wages, and to the infla- 
tion of credit made possible by the 
rapid increase of our bank reserves, 
which likewise was a consequence of 
the war. 

Prices Rise. 

“Prices of everything rose, and a 
new level of values was established 
which, as the people became accus- 
tomed to it, seemed to be real and 
permanent,

The new 
National Credit Corporation, with au- 
thorized funds of $1,000,000,000, has 
been organized for the purpose of 
making loans to such banks on paper 
which is deemed good, but which is 
not eligible for rediscount by the fed- 
eral reserve banks. This, it is thought,

CLEVELAND, Ohio. Nov. 1.—(/)

magazine Steel in its weekly review. 

Automotite buying is coming along, 
structural steel requirements are gain- 
ing moderately, railroad orders are 
fairlv good, steel works operations are 
‘steadier, and softness in raw material 
prices is more pronounced, the maga- 
| zine says. 

Chrysler plans shortly to go on a 
four-day week and continue on that 
hasis through December and January; 
Ford has scheduled production of 65,- 
000 by January 1 and 70,000 in Jan- 
uary; Chevrolet in some departments 
is producing for 1932 assembly and 
Willys-Overland is stepping up output. 

As a result of demand in the auto- 
motive industry, weakness has devel- 
oped in the price of hot-rolled strip. 
‘failing’ to hold the advances of 60 
days ago. On heavy finished steel, 
small consumers are less inclined to 
question the 1.60 base price. Foun- 
dry iron has been reduced $1 a ton 
in eastern Pennsylvania, where price 
softness in raw material is most no- 
ticeable. 

Steel making operations advanced 
fractionally last week to 28 per cent, 
with a further gain to almost 30 per 
cent indicated for this week. Youngs- 
town & Pittsburgh are chiefly respon- 
sible for this lift, the former spurred 
hy the automotive situation and the 
latter by the scheduling of structural 
'material for the Radio City project in 
New York. 

Steel's iron and steel composite is 
down 4 cents to $30.64, and the scrap 
composite is down 25 cents to $8.25. 
Finished steel remains $48.22, 

Structural shape awards for the 
week amounted to 21,042 tons, topped 
with 7.400 tons for New York’s West 
Side elevated highway.

Trade conditions generally were 
characterized as “spotty” for the final 
week of October, and that month came 
to a close having recorded an unusu- 
ally slight seasonal upswing in the 
volume of general business, although 
it originally registers the autumn 
peak in such important indicators as 
steel production, and the movement 
of revenue freight. ,

Agreement has been general among 
bankers and bond dealers that the 
principal depressing factor on_ the 
market recently has been continued 
sales by banks desirous of keeping in 
liquid condition to meet withdrawals 
by their depositors, intent upon hoard- 
ing currency. The increasing circula- 
tion in recent months has reflected 
this movement. . 

Consequently the decrease in circu- 
lation was accepted as evidence that 
the hoarding cycle is drawing to a 
close, if it has not terminated already, 
and that the urgent liquidation would 
end with it. 

To a large extent the late advance 
simply reduced earlier losses. This 
fact may be realized from a glance at 


the average price of 60 leading cor-| 


porate issues which closed the wee 
at 81.4, compared with 82.4 on Octo- 
ber 24. 

The news that the New York Cen- 
tral intended to ask its employes to 
accept a 10 per cent wage reduction 
stimulated railroad loans which were 
generally higher toward.the end of the 
week. If this plan proves success- 
ful, it is expected that the other car- 
riers will undertake similar action. 

United States Liberty and treasury 
loans responded promptly to the re- 
duction of money in circulation.

President Grace found that “steel sen- 
timent had improved” and President 
Farrell said that the percentage of 
employment in his corporation was 
beginning to start upward, thus “re- 
flecting an improvement in business.” 

Further encouragement was also 
seen in the continued if irregular ad- 
vance of commodity prices. In wheat 
markets prices reached the highest lev- 
els for the season for present deliv- 
eries. While some of this advance is 
attributable to pool speculation, -re- 
cant surveys have indicated reductions 
in winter wheat seeding from 20 to 
25 per cent in the middle west and 
from 20 to 35 per cent in the south- 
west. 

Freight car loadings disclosed a 
slight decrease from the previous 
week. Some of the roads reported in- 
creases, but the traffic generally was 
irregular. Electric power output also 
registered a slight setback. 

Wholesale and retail trade was ex- 
tremely irregular, being very much 
below that of last year. but some- 
what better, on the whole, than the 
previous week. Winter merchandise 
movements have heen below normal 
and those gains that were registered 
Were generally attributed to special 
sales and extensive advertising. The 
weather continued too warm in many 
sections to encourage the distribution 
of heavy wearing apparel. 


Steady Improvement. 


A slight improvement from week to 
week is being reported by smaller re- 
tail dealers, particularly in some of 
the stores handling medium and low- 
priced merchandise. A feature of the 
past week has been the demand for 
home furnishings and electric labor- 
saving devices. Merchants are begin- 
ning to prepare for the holiday trade 
and much emphasis will be placed on 
practical gifts this year with more at- 
tention being given to quality than 
heretofore. 

The wholesale and jobbers markets 
have heen on a hand-to-mouth basis 


and orders are small, compared with 
last year. However, orders are more 
frequent than formerly, due to the 
fact that retailers have reduced their 
stocks and are making a turnover of- 
tener. The present rule seems to be 
“quick sales, less profit and more 
advertising.” 

That confidence has not heen alto- 
gether lost in the future wool mar- 
kets is shown by the fact that vari- 
ous dealers during the week refused 
hids because of the low prices of- 
fered.
